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Housing promise 
is back on track 

WORK is now underway again on three key devel¬ 
opments in South Somerset, following the 
takeover by construction company Mansell of el¬ 
ements of the work previously to be undertaken 
by Rok which went into receivership late last year. 

The affordable homes, being built for one of the 
largest housing providers in the South West - 
Yarlington Housing Group - are due to be re¬ 
leased in phases throughout the year, with final 
completion by the end of March in llton, April in 
Templecombe, and the end of the year in Bruton. 

Rok had been a partner of the housing group 
for several years, and was involved in some of the 
company's major developments such as those in 
Bradfield Way, Chard; Woodhayes Road and Mil¬ 
ford Road, Yeovil. 

Assistant director of development 
Aidan Kelly said: "We are delighted 
that this work has now resumed, and 
we are working with Mansell to en¬ 
sure that the programmes are deliv¬ 
ered to our quality standards. 

"There has been a short, unavoid¬ 
able delay, but we are now confident 
that the work will be completed with¬ 
out any further disruption." 

Regional managing director of 
Mansell Partnership Housing South 
West, Craig Currie said: "It is great to 
be back working with Yarlington on 
the schemes at llton, Bruton, Temple¬ 
combe and the recently negotiated 
Northbrook project. 

"Our working relationship goes back 
a number of years and we are glad to 
be back in a position to support 
Yarlington with their strategic growth 
plans."

The reconstruction project,which was unveiled in June 
2009, uncovered wartime points of interest and installed 
seating and information boards at landmarks along the 
disused railway which now forms the Stop Line Way 
cycle route. 

Dozens of volunteers from the local community worked 
for months with South Somerset District Council and the 
four parish councils, to bring it back to life. 

Donyatt Halt is now a landmark along the Stop Line 
Way with evocative statues and stories of wartime evac¬ 
uees. 

On Thursday, January 27th, at 7pm, the One Show on 
BBC 1 is expected to feature the role that the Donyatt Halt 
and the Stop Line played during World War II. 

South Somerset District Councillor Carol Goodall, who 


helped lead the project with Donyatt resident Brian 
Harper and many other local people, said: “People living 
locally got together and came up with this idea as a pri¬ 
ority within their parish and community plans. It was a 
real joint effort and so many people have already come 
to enjoy the path and learn about its heritage, so I am 
pleased to hear that it of national interest.” 

New interpretation boards highlight the historic con¬ 
struction of the Chard to Bridgwater Canal, and the com¬ 
ing of the railway and Stopline which was built as a 
defensive measure against invasion in World War II. 

A leaflet with a map and information about the route is 
now available in Tourist Information Centres. 

Sustrans, Somerset County Council and Somerset 
Wildlife Trust were also involved in the award-winning 
scheme.

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More job security for 
helicopter workers 


AN ANNOUNCEMENT by the 
Ministry of Defence that it has 
signed a £570million contract with 
AgustaWestland to support the fleet 
of Merlin helicopters in both the 
Royal Air Force and Royal Navy 
means good news for workers con¬ 
nected with the Yeovil factory, many 
of whom live in Crewkerne and the 
surrounding area. 

The deal covers the second five- 
year period of the 25-year Integrated 
Merlin Operational Support contract 
and will run until 2016. The contract 
will increase the availability of Mer¬ 
lin helicopters to our armed forces 


and will secure around 1,000 jobs in 
the UK- many of which will be based 
in Yeovil. The MOD also claim that 
the contract will save UK taxpayers 
around £12million a year compared 
to previous contractual arrange¬ 
ments. 

Commenting on the announce¬ 
ment, David Laws, MP for Yeovil 
Constituency, said: “I welcome this 
deal, which is excellent news for 
both the Yeovil area and our armed 
forces. This contract will ensure that 
the Merlin helicopters continue to be 
well supported in their deployments 
- both within Afghanistan and on 


other operations throughout the 
world. The jobs secured with this 
contract will also be hugely benefi¬ 
cial to our local economy- as much 
of the work on these helicopters will 
be assigned to Westland’s factory in 
Yeovil. 

“I commend the efforts of those in 
AgustaWestland who have worked 
hard to secure this contract. I will 
continue to press the case for further 
contracts to be granted to Westland - 
who are such an important employer 
in our area - and will work closely 
with the company to achieve this.”

■ TRADITIONAL TALE :The Langport Mummers 
with the tale of St George and the Black Knight 


I T WAS A quieter than usual turnout 
for the now well established annual 
Wassail at the National Trust property 
of Barrington Court, although the rain 
held off for the first part of the evening. 
Held on the traditional date of the old 
Twelfth Night - January 17th - wassail¬ 
ing is a toast to the orchard to ensure 
a good crop for the coming year and 
a waking of the trees with the ban¬ 
ishment of the winter. The word itself 
is old English for “be in good health”. 
In jolly mood, proceedings were in¬ 
troduced by Matthew Applegate and the 
Gloucester Wassail poem was read by 
Mike Farley from Crewkerne. 

Susannah Applegate played the wassail¬ 
ing song on her cornet and Peter Card 
tried to lead the community singing but 
unfortunately there was a mix up with the 
words which caused leg pulling about hit¬ 
ting the Barrington cider so everyone en¬ 
joyed music from Slapjack before the 
entrance of the Babylon Morris dancers. 
The side traditionally have blacked out 
faces but among their number were 
Crewkerne town councillor Andrea Stuart 
and Ilminster beat manager PC Andy Stu¬ 
art. 

The Wassail, toasting of the Apple Tree 
Man, which is usually the oldest tree in 
the orchard, was led by John Waltham. He 
chose an innocent from the crowd who 
was Aaron Parsons, due to be nine the 
very next day. Together they placed cider 
soaked toast in the branches and dipped a 
lowered branch into the cider. Between 
each action the rest of the assembled, cir¬ 
cled the tree and chanted the Wassail. 
Next the body of a wren (represented by a 


cloth pouch) was 
buried at the base of 
the tree, then Aaron 
had the honour of pouring 
cider around the roots, i-mou; 
everyone made as much noise as pos¬ 
sible to wake the sleeping trees. 

The heavens opened shortly after 
the ceremony but that did not deter the 
Langport Mummers from their perform¬ 
ance of the fight between good and evil 
and the banishment of the dark days of 
winter. 

St George fought the black knight, was 
struck and then revived by the love of his 
mother a dubious doctor, new age healer 
and drunken sot. It was great entertain¬ 
ment to banish the day dubbed nationally 
as Blue Monday. 

The evening was rounded off by more 
Morris dancing and hot food and mulled 
cider as people drifted in and out of the 
craft studios.

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Dismay over nursery Ofsted report 


STAFF and parents were reeling at Clare 
House, in Chard, this week where the 
nursery school was given an “Inadequate” 
Ofsted report after the inspectors visited 
just before Christmas. 

The report criticised risk assessment and 
record keeping procedures, which it de¬ 
scribed as “not robust” and condemned 
the hygiene procedures stating as an ex¬ 
ample: “Children open other children’s 
sandwiches which have been put out onto 
plates.” 

Manager Jeanette O’Dwyer, who has 
been at the centre for 27 years, said she 
did not deny there were areas where they 
needed to pull their socks up in terms of 
record keeping but the way the report 
was phrased made it sound as if the chil¬ 
dren were at risk.

She has already reached stage two of the 
complaints procedure and is awaiting a 
follow up visit. 

Parents have rallied to the support of the 
staff, who were very distressed when the 
report became public last week and have 
been writing letters to Ofsted, disagreeing 
with their findings. 

One mother, Jayne Woodland, com¬ 
mented: “I have had three children go 
through here over the last ten years and I 
think the report is a total misrepresenta¬ 
tion of the nursery itself. All three of my 
children, who all had different needs, 
wanted to come here every day and there 
were times when we as a family needed 
support and the staff have gone out of 


their way to help us. 

“I have also seen how they work behind 
closed doors because I have come to help 
at the out of school club. I am a nail tech¬ 
nician and I come in to do nail painting 
with the older children in the holidays. 
With my experience as a parent, I would 
know if the place was unsafe. 

“To be honest most of the staff here 
could probably earn more elsewhere but 
they choose to stay because they love it 
here and love the children.” 

Victoria Bates from the Holyrood Street 
Florist took time out of work to add her 
voice of support. She said: “I’m new to 
the area and live in Ilminster. My child 
was only 20 months old and coming from 
a childminder to a nursery, I looked 
around very carefully. I was shown all the 


rooms and spoke to the children. I don’t 
think the inspectors stayed long enough to 
get a real feel of things and I find it insult¬ 
ing to me as a parent that I wouldn’t re¬ 
alise if my child was unhappy. 

“I feel quite strongly that anyone read¬ 
ing this report would think this was not a 
good place to be. I have written a letter to 
Ofsted to tell them I think they are doing 
a lot more harm than they realise.” 

The nursery is waiting for a return visit 
and, unlike schools who get four days 
warning, there is no notice as to when the 
inspectors will call. Meanwhile the team 
are happy for any parents or prospective 
parents to visit and see how they operate. 
A copy of the report can be viewed online 
by visiting the Ofsted website.

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In search of George Lovibond

A mateur historian 
Michael Holtom, 
from Ilminster, loves 
to collect old photographs 
and artefacts of the town. 

A chance purchase of a 
postcard online led to a 
lengthy investigation that re¬ 
vealed the generosity of a 
local man. 

Avid collector Mr Holtom 
came across a picture of a 
lifeboat named Ilminster, 
which was described as the 
Hartlepool number one boat. 
He knew nothing about it 


and curious as to why a 
lifeboat should be named 
after the inland market 
town, immediately went to 
local fundraiser for the 
Royal National Lifeboat In¬ 
stitute, the late Jim Olds. Mr 
Olds was also unaware of 
such a craft and said he 
would be keen to know the 
outcome of any research on 
the subject. It turned into 
nearly a five year investiga¬ 
tion on the part of Mr 
Holtom. 

A couple who were travel¬ 


ling to Hartlepool offered to 
make some enquiries during 
their visit on his behalf. 
They tracked down a Mr B 
Stringer who passed on a 
further photograph of the 
Ilminster lifeboat on which 
his grandfather had been a 
crew member. 

Mr Holtom was able to 
find out that the lifeboat had 
been purchased by a George 
Lovibond and after some 
local research found him to 
have been born in Middle - 
zoy in 1807 to a fairly 
wealthy farming family. 
Later the 1851 census puts 
him as living with the Chap¬ 
man family in Whitelacking- 
ton. 

More became clear when a 
copy of the last will and tes¬ 
tament of George Lovibond 
was obtained, which was 
written in March of 1887. 
Mr Lovibond died a batche- 
lor on Lebruary 13th 1889 
aged 82, living in Horton at 
the time and was buried in 
Ilminster cemetery. 

He left the RNLI £1,000 to 
be used for the purchase of a 
lifeboat “to be named the 
Ilminster”. 

The Ilminster Lifeboat in¬ 
formation is sketchy but so 
far Mr Holtom has estab¬ 
lished that it came on station 
in 1889 as the number one 
boat, replacing the Charles 


Mather at a 
cost of £449. 

The first 
incident for 
the Ilminster 
was when an 
1,110 ton 
screw 
steamer, 

Talvera, of 
Newcastle 
ran aground 
at Blackhall 
on October 
27th, 1900, 
at 10.30am, 
the boat and 
16 crew 

were made 
ready but 
later stood 
down as the 
tide had 

ebbed and 
the vessel 
left in shallow water. 

Mr Lovibond had made 
local donations in his will 
and left £200 to the Ilminster 
School Board to be invested 
and used to purchase annual 
prizes for the scholars. 
Taunton and West Somerset 
Hospital and Bridgwater 
Hospital were both left 
£200. The benefactor also 
left £100 each to the parish 
churches of Middlezoy and 
Ilminster to be invested and 
used annually to purchase 
bread for the poor at Christ¬ 
mas. 


An entry from the Ilmin¬ 
ster parish magazine of Leb¬ 
ruary 1905 refers to the 
difficulty of the vicar in try¬ 
ing to distribute the Lovi¬ 
bond trust. It stated: “Of the 
Lovibond bread charity, 
about 52 shillings a year, I 
would say it is impossible to 
distribute with satisfaction. 
Persons who are not poor 
say they have a right to it. I 
shall have to do one of three 
things, either send bread to 
every house in Horton, rich 
and poor; or send it all to 
such of the poor folk as re¬ 
ceive parish relief; or write 
to the charity commissioners 
in London to take this small 
charity off the hands of the 
vicar and churchwardens, 
for the grumbling hinders 
our ministry.” 

There is a record that the 
Middlezoy charity had 
ceased before 2000 when it 
was deregistered. 

Mr Lovibond had been 
generous to the community 
in life as well as after his 
death and is documented as 
the largest contributor to the 
Queen Victoria Jubilee cele¬ 
brations in Ilminster, with 
the handsome sum of five 
pounds and five shillings. 

There are still pieces of the 
puzzle missing. So far no 
photograph of the man him¬ 
self has been found nor has 
ten years of his life been ac¬ 
counted for. Mr Holtom who 
is a volunteer at the Tourist 
Information Centre said: 
“What excites me is that 
this is a totally new story 
that has not been told and to 
be able to put this man’s 
name forward, I think, is 
very important. He should 
be recognised in the town. 

“I can find no trace of him 
between the 1841 and 1851 
census. Was he in the navy 
perhaps which would ex¬ 
plain his wanting to support 
the lifeboats? He came from 
a farming family but how 
did he make his fortune? He 
left a very large sum in his 
will, equivalent to a million¬ 
aire today. If anyone has 
more information, I would 
love to hear from them, it 
would be nice to get enough 
together to make a booklet 
about him.”

I AM something of a recipe book aficionado. In addition to my beloved edition of Good Food hitting 
the doormat each month, I am regularly tempted by Amazon's frustratingly good 'You might also like' 
lists. Dickson-Wright, Slater and Smith are just some of the names who catch the eye. As any literary 
lover with testify, there is something about the smell and feel of a new book, whilst the compulsory 
breaking of the spine to make it fit on your kitchen bookrest and the splattering of flour dust, milk 
and frying-pan-spat fat marks it out as yours. Remnants of meals gone by can provoke happy mem¬ 
ories for next time you dip into that particular book. 

This week, I want to bring your attention to a particular tome which was purchased for me by my 
sons this Christmas. Well, I say 'by them'; it was more on their behalf as neither Edward (3) nor Harry 
(3 months) would have been able to navigate their way through 
Amazon to find said text. 

The book in question is The New Covent Garden Soup Com¬ 
pany's book 'A Soup for Every Day: 365 of Our Favourite Recipes' 

(RRP £25, but now just £8.25 on our blessed Amazon). Despite 
having a plentifully library, this is fast becoming a favourite of 
mine and for very good reason indeed - the recipes are just 
right. Let me explain. 

Some cookery books promise wonderful meals 'in minutes', 
but actually contain nothing more than ways to dress up 
processed food. I shall resist naming and shaming, but I saw 
one recipe recently for 'quick and easy tomato soup' where the 
main ingredient was a can of Heinz Tomato Soup! Unbelievable. 

Call me a snob if you wish, but the addition of extra cream, pep¬ 
per, chives and a few more tomatoes to a can of preprepared 
soup is not cooking. 

Others offer more fulfilling recipe ideas, but far too many re¬ 
quire special trips to Waitrose for ingredients that even Heston 
himself wouldn't keep in the cupboard. Nice for special feast 
days, I suppose, but totally unpractical most of the time. 

This outstanding book, however, gets the balance just right. Each soup is given a date of the year, 
and all the ingredients used in the recipe will be in season or at least reasonably obtainable otherwise 
(frozen peas, for example). And the added ingredients are perfect: sparing enough in quantity to en¬ 
courage roundness of flavour and nutrition. Most would also be reasonable staples of the amateur 
cook's kitchen cupboards. 

And also, if you are a veg box receiver like us, then it's handy index is invaluable. Simply flick to the 
back and look up the name of your sad, saggy left over vegetable and find a reliable recipe to turn it 
into a quick supper. 

This is most certainly a fantastic book and I imagine will be well splattered with veg and cream over 
the years to come. Pick one up at Amazon's bargain price and you won't be disappointed.

A FTER Yeovil Town's latest victory manager claims 
his side are now: "A couple of miles away from the 
harbour on the boat. We have got the sail up and 
we are chugging away quite nicely." 

Well certainly until Christmas they were firmly moored 
to the harbour wall; rock bottom in npower League One 
and out of the FA Cup. 

Having only picked up two points in their previous nine 
league matches, they had sunk to the bottom and it 
didn't look like they knew how to get out of the predica¬ 
ment. 

Come New Year's Day and a goalless draw at Home Park 
against an improving Plymouth, their second in a row, 
perhaps saw them raise the anchor. 

Wins against M K Dons and Brentford, again without 
conceding in either, saw them leave the comfort of the 
harbour and at the same time take closer order against 
other troubled sides who also had success over the holi¬ 
day period. 

The victory at the County Ground on Saturday was sig¬ 
nificant in that it prevented Swindon from putting water 
between the two sides.

curling free kick. 

Ed Upson made it harder for his colleagues just before 
the hour when he was red carded for stamping on Rose, 
having already received a yellow for a tackle on Jonathan 
Douglas a few minutes earlier.

The goal that settled it came of 65 minutes when 
Nathan Smith's long ball into the box found Sam 
Williams. He turned and fired in a low shot that Robins 
keeper Phil Smith did well to partially save, and in doing 
so the ball looped up and struck the crossbar where 
Dean Bowditch was first to react, diving to head home 
the loose ball. 

Despite concerted efforts by Swindon to get back on 
level terms, the Glovers defence stood firm to keep their 
fifth consecutive league clean sheet. 

The win, the third on the trot, unfortunate does not lift 
them out of the relegation zone, but does draw them 
level on points with Tranmere who have a superior goal 
difference by two.

a great asset to the club. 

Giant French goalkeeper Yohann Lacroix is training 
with the club. The 6'5" arrived on Wednesday. Having 
begun his professional career at Lille, his last club was 
Etoile FC, the first European side to play in the Singapore 
S League, where he made more than 30 appearances last 
season. 

Meanwhile the saga of the goalkeeping coach position 
appears to have been resolved. 

After first team goalkeeping coach Ben Roberts left the 
club just before the New Year to join fellow npower 
League One side Charlton Athletic, he was replaced by 
former Glover Jon Sheffield who joined on a temporary 
basis with the possibility of making it permanent. How¬ 
ever he did not take up the post and it was rumoured 
that another former Yeovil Town gloveman, Len Bond 
might make a return. 

However the club announced on Monday that Gareth 
Stewart has now been appointed to the post. Stewart 
made 163 appearances for AFC Bournemouth over nine 
seasons before leaving the Cherries for DorchesterTown 
in 2008. He left in the summer of 2009. His last club was 
Welling United who he joined this season and made 11 
appearances.
